HELD FAST IN ICE PACK 


Wireless From Comman- 
der in Melville Bay Says 
Expedition Is- Being En- 
dangered—Bear Shot. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 31. — 


Locked in the Arctic ice, the Mac- 
Millan expedition igs experiencing 
the dangers known to Polar ex- 
plorers for centuries. 

The Melville Bay ice pack, which 


has stopped thepr ogress of the 
Ships Bowdoin and Peary, is play- 
ing its time-honored drama and 
endangering the expedition every 
minute, Commander MacMillan 
said today in a wireless dispatch to 
the National Geographic Society. 
The message was dated yesterday 
and declared that, although the 
sky line of Cape York was in view, 
the ships were unable to move un- 
til conditions changed. 

Fog, ice, magnetic variation, 
drifting pans and other troubles 
were mentioned as prevailing. 

“Miniature pressure ridges are 
slowly rising about th ePeary,” the 
megsage said, “while the jagged 
ice |whispers ominously at the in- 
tru¥ion 6f this steel shell amid hun- 
dregs of square miles of shifting 
ice. From 3 this morning until 2 
o'clock this afternoon the Peary 
smashed lanes in the heavy floe 
and the Bowdoin hurled loose cake- 
like slabs. 

“After breakfast a polar bear 
was sighted by Commander Mac- 
Millan and shot for scientific study. 
There hav ebeen flurries of snow 
and all day we have been hearing 
the sinister gossip of crushing ice. 
When our connections with the 
spectacle will cease we cannot say, 
but it is certain that the ice will 
continue in its original rule.” 

Additional details were received 
at the Navy Department today 
from Lieutenant-Commander Byrd. 
in command of the naval section 
of the expedition. The location of 
the two ships, the Peary and the 
Bowdoin, was given as about 20

WULY A TOPSY-TURVY 
MONTH FOR WEATHER 


Temperature Ranged From 97, 
Summer’s Highest, to 58, 
Lowest for This Date. 


July, ig its weather, has been a 


wopsy-turvy Imenth in. @ topsy- | 
turvy summer. Starting with @ 
promise of beating heat records, 
it is ending in an autumnal coolness 
that mocks the vacationist whose 
plans were for the North. 

For 13 days, as the month came 
in, there were temperatures of 90 
including the summer's 
warmest day, 97, on the second. 
Then came moderation, a season- 
able thermometer, and on last 
Tuesday the sweep of winds that 


| gave the air a September freshness. 


| Tuesday, with a minimum tempera- 
‘ture of 61, became the coolest July 
28 in the history of the Weather 
Bureau here, and Wednesday's 62 
likewise was the lowest ever re- 
corded on that date. The cool con- 
tinues with a thermometer yester- 
day never rising above 67 and hav- 
ing a minimum of 61. Today at 
it was down to 58, the low- 
st on this date ever recorded. 

Rain was minus. July usually 
produces 3.43 inches of rain. This 
July has had only 1.78 inches and 
of that. 1.15 inches fell on one 
day, the 7th. 

Whatever general impression 
may be, Montrose W. Hayes, me- 
teorologist of the Weather Bureau, 
declares the summer as a whole 
may be regarded as cool. The 
highest to this date, 97, is not high 
as summers here g0. However, on 
many days the impression sof heat 
has been’: accentuated by unusual 
Early in this month, 
humidity persisted 
around 50, whereas normal would 
have been the low 30s. 

Hayes points out that the sum- 
mer has been one of rapid ex- 
tremes. He recalls that May 22, 
with a thermometer at 94, was the 
hottest day in Weather Bureau his- 
tory, so early in summer, while 
three days later, at 38, the ther- 
mometer set a new low mark for 
so late a summer date.

to the former Secretary of State. 

Marks Service. 

There was little formality in the 
funeraf ceremony. Only the pres- 
ence of a cluster of high officials 
of the Government, and a few dip- 
lumats struck a note of remem- 
brance for his years of public ser- 
vice, 

At Arlington Cemetery, across 
the Potomac, waited the ranks of a 
military escort to pay last 
at the grave to one who, in 
vigor of his earlier days, had 
served the flag as a soldier 

‘By- Mrs. Bryan's wish the brief 
Presbyterian funeral. service ar- 
ranged by the Rev. Dr. Joseph R. 
Sizoo, pastor of the church, waa 
expanded to Include Bible passages 
that the Commoner prized above 
all others. 

Old Hymns Sung. 

“Lead Kindly Light,” sung by «a 
mixed choir, ushered in the sim- 
ple service. Bryan had requested 


sthat this be sung at his funeral. 


Another old hymn is next in the 
order of service Mrs. Bryan had 
approved. It was “One Sweetly 
Solemn Thought.” 

The passage selected by Dr. Sizoo 
for the opening of the religious 
rites is, “I am the resurrection 
and the life.” Among the ‘ Bible 
passages indicated by Mrs. Bryan 
as her husband's sources of great- 
est comfort and which Dr. BSizoo 
included in the service was the 
twenty-third psalm. There were 
also passages from the  ninetieth 
psalm, and that triumphant cry 
from Corinthians, "oO death, 
where is thy sting? O grave. 
where is thy victory?” 

Besides Dr. Sizoo, the only per- 
sone participating in the simple 
service were the church organ- 
ist, William R. Hamill, and the 
members of the mixed quartet, 
Helen C. Howitson, soprano; Mabel 
Flehr, contralto; George A. May- 
ers, tenor, and Ambrose Durkin, 
basso. 

At the request of Mrs. Bryan, 
Dr. George Stuart of Birmingham. 
Ala., was asked to say a benedic- 
tion at the grave at Arlington.

One of these contests was promoted by the Tubercu- 
losie Society as a part of its general program to raise 
funds for the benevolent work in which it is engaged.

The adverse court decisions, it is to be hoped. will

Home-Making Helps 
By WANDA BARTON 
Care of the Refrigerator and 
Foods. 


ARM weather is always a 
W trying time for the house- 

wife. Foods mold and spoil 
easily, milk and cream sour, and in 
many places ants and other pes‘s 
make added problems to solve. One 
way of preventing much trouble is 
by close buying—only a day or so 
supply at a time. 

The refrigerator should be care- 
fully watched daily. It should be 
washed and the drain pipe from 
the ice chamber rinsed down thor- 
oughly with hot ammonia water. 
and the long wire-handled brusa 
should be cun down its iength two 
or three times to make sure no 
food waste clings to the sides of the 
pipe. The drain underneath shoul1 
be well flushed, or the van emptied 
regularly and washed out anda 
sunned once a week. The wooden 
racks holding the ice should also 
be scrubbed and sunned once 3 
week and dried out. Foods should 
be put away on clean refrigerator 


| dishes, never in papers or on wood- 


en plates. 

Foodg kept in the refrigerator 
should be watched. Berries should 
be turned out onto a platter, so ths 
air reaches them, to keep them at 
their best. Boiled vegetables should 
not be kept longer than a day and 
a half. All leftovers should be 
used up at the next meal. Ontons 
should not te put in the ice box. 
Fish that is kept until time to cook 
in a kitchen 
binder and placed next the ice. 
Butter is best in a glass or pottery 
jar and léft without the cover in 
hot weather. A round of oiled 
paper can be used instead. Lettuce 
will keep best rinsed and trimmes, 
then put into a lettuce bag and 
placed on the ice. 

Foods in pantries should be care. 
Empty 
preserve jars make very good food 
containers. Rice and other cereals 


| should be kept in the jars, exposei. 


to light in a dry, airy pantry. 
With a clean kitchen and with 
the windows carefully screened 
flies can be kept out. If a sma?
